SWEDES BLOCK 
ALLIED AID TO 
REACH FINLAND 


Will Not Permit Troops 
To Pass Through 


Territory 
British United Press Exclusive Cable 
to The Edmonton Bulletin 

STOCKHOLM, Feb. 16.—A 
Swedish foreign office spokes- 
man announced today that Swed- 
en cannot permit foreign troops 
going to Finland to pass through 
Swedish territory. The announce- 
ment came after Prime Minister 
Per Albin Hansson’ said that 
Sweden “in general” was comply- 
ing with recent urgent appeals 
from Finland for assistance, 

When asked what Sweden would 
do if the Allies decided to send 
military aid to Finland a spokes- 
man for the ministry of foreign 
affairs said that no foreign troops 
from western powers ever would 
receive permission to traverse 
Sweden 

The prime minister's statement, 
meanwhile, indicated that Swed- 
ish aid for Finland would stop 
short of being military on the 
grounds that Swedish neutrality 
must be maintained. He confirm- 
ed that Finland had requested 
military aid as recently as Feb. 13. 

The Finnish requests, repeated 
several times, included a plea that 
a Swedish military corps be sent to 
Finland. 

The prime minister's statement, 
however, was interrupted as mean- 
ing that the Swedish government 
had turned down proposals for ac- 
tive military assistance to Finland 
in the form of a Swedish military 
corps or similar expeditions, 


France Sending Finns 


Many Anti-Tank Guns 

PARIS, Feb. 16.—-A French go0v- 
ernment spokesman said today 
France is sending a great many anti- 
tank guns to Finland as well as 
other artillery and airplanes. 

He added that any foreign resi- 
dent in France volunteering to join 
the Finnish army would be permit- 
ted to leave the country.

PARIS, Feb. 16—France shot one 
spy today and rejected clemency 
appeals of two sentenced to death 
and two—including a woman—sen- 
tenced to prison terms as part of an 
intensified drive against espionage. 

The spy—Hans Huhn, a Luxem- 
bourg subject—was executed by a 
firing squad at Chalons-Sur-Marne, 
France. He was arrested last July 
—before the European war started 
—as he tried to cross the frontier 
with plans of French armaments, 
including tanks. Kuhn was sen- 
tenced to death and his appeals to 
the Court of Cassation and to Presi- 
dent Albert Lebrun for clemency 
were rejected. So were the ap- 
peals of two French accomplices, 
who were sentenced to 20 years 
each at hard labor, 

The French government was ex- 
pected soon to order a military trial 
of a woman—a suspected espionage 
agent who is not only blonde, beau- 
tiful and titled in the best spy tra- 
dition, but who is also safe across 
the frontier in Germany. 


2 DANISH SHIPS

LATEST TALK 


Daily Mail Declares Nazi 
No. 2 Man “Implores 
Too Much” 


LONDON, Feb. 16.—Field-Mar- 
shal Hermann Goering’s broad- 
cast to German farmers “may be 
good enough for an audience who 
are deprived of the truth but it 
will not convince any one else,” 
the Daily Mail said today. 

“He begs and implores too much,” 
the newspaper said. “He appeals too 
often to the German people not to 
capitulate. He does not reveal how 
many farmers and peasants have 
been driven by hardships and 
poverty from the soil. Yet since 
(Reich agriculture minister Wal- 
ther) Darre began to organize Ger- 
man agriculture by Nazi methods, 
hundreds of thousands of people 
have left the land for towns. 


“This, apart from the call of the 
army, may explain why Goering 
‘invited’ 1,000,000 Poles to work 
the soil of Germany. They come, 
he said, of their own free will, to 
earn food and wages. But if 
they refused to come there would 
be another 1,000,000 Poles starved 
to death.” 

“Anno Domini 1940, Hermann 
Goering proclaims that 1,000,000 
conquered Poles are to be trans- 
ported to Germany to work on the 
land,” the Daily Herald said.

Federated Malay States 
Present $4,000,000 To 
War Fund 


LONDON, Feb. 16—A new gift 
to Great Britain's war chest by 
the Federated Malay States—this 
time for £1,000,000 (about $4,000,- 
000) — was announced last night. 
The native rulers of these states— 


and Pahang—made a _ collective 
donation of nearly £500,000 to the 
British government nine months ago

Sir Shentin Thomas, high com- 
missioner for the Malay States, 
recently said none of these states 
wishes to profit by the increased 
demand for their products—espe- 
cially rubber and tin—created by 
the war and that they wished to 
relieve as far as possible the 
heavy burden of taxation borne 
by Britons, 

In i914 the Federated Malay 
| States presented the battle cruiser 
Malaya to the Royal Navy. It is 
still in commission. Later in the last 
war they gave £2,000,000 to improve 
the Singapore naval base. In 1937 
they gave £410,000 to buy military 
aircraft. All these gifts were in ad- 
dition to their regular expenditures 
for loca] defence.

Alberta is the only part of the present- 
ly settled and developed area in Cznada 
where oil is found in large quantities. Last 
year national production amounted to 7,- 
837,503 barrels, of which 7,594,411 came 
from Alberta wells. During December 
the Alberta fields produced 485,518 bar- 
rels, of a total of 502,920 barrels for the 
whole Dominion. 

If Canadian oil is to drive Canadian in- 
dustry and supply Canada’s fighting equip- 
ment on land, sea and in the air, it is from 
Alberta wells the oil will have to be drawn. 
No other source is now known capable of 
producing enough of the liquid fuel to 
make the Dominion self-dependent. How 
to make Alberta oil available in the indus- 
trial regions and at the seaboards is 
therefore a national rather than a pro- 
vincial question. 


Adolf Would be Flattered 


Quite evidently bewilderment is the 
correct term to describe the reactions in 
some quarters because parliament was 
summarily dissolved and all parties con- 
cerned told to go and present their argu- 
ments in the court of last resort. Prime 
Minister King, it is protested, acted “like 
Hitler’. 

Mr. King did two things in this con- 
nection. He called parliament together, 
as he had promised to do, with intention to 
hold a short business session. When the 
members met he told them that, because 
of incidents which had occurred after the 
call went out, the right of the Government 
to remain in office had been challenged 


and an “immediate election” would be 
held. 
The critics should explain whether 


they mean that Mr. King emulated Hitler 
in keeping his word, or in asking the vot- 
ers for a mandate to continue in office. 
Hitherto the Fuehrer has not been credit- 
ed with keeping his pledges or allowing 
the German public to say whether or not 
he should stay on the job. Adolf would 
surely be flattered to know that in the 
opinion of some Canadians he is scrupu- 
lous where his word has been given, and 
too much disposed to let German voters 
express their views. When did he ever do 
either? 


British Recruits for Finland 


Citizens of Great Britain have been 
given official permission to enlist in the 
Finnish forces, and an accredited organ- 
ization has been authorized to carry on re- 
cruiting there. Men outside the classes 
covered by Britain’s conscription law have 
been volunteering in considerable num- 
bers and making their way to Finland, as 
have many men from other countries, Can- 
ada included. 

Hitherto the British authorities had 
nothing to do with the matter, except that 
they took no action to prevent men enlist- 
ing. They have now given formal recog- 
nition and sanction to enlistments, and to 
the carrying on of active recruiting. What 
was formerly done with their passive con- 
sent is now to be done with full official 
approval and encouragement. 

Moscow will not like this. Properly 
of course it has no ground for objection, 
since it allowed Russian volunteers to go 
to Spain and fight in its civil war, either 
supplying them with arms or making ar- 
rangements therefor. But that will not 
necessarily prevent Moscow filing pro- 
tests, making threats, perhaps breaking 
off relations with Britain. Consistency is 
never allowed to stand in the way where 
Soviet aims are concerned or a democra- 
tic government is to be denounced, 

Stranger things have happened than 
that Moscow and Berlin should make this 
the pretext for announcing a full-fledged 
military alliance between them—or join- 
ing to make common war against Finland 
and the Allies without the formality of 
saying they are doing 60. This possibility 
no doubt has been taken into considera- 
tion, and the decision made to help the 
Finns gain man-power despite the risk of 
hastening the Nazi-Soviet alliance that is 
bound to come anyway. 


Berlin | Lays Down the Law 


Berlin has rejected the proposal of the 
21 American republics that it respect the 
safety zones they marked out in the At- 
lantic and Pacific, within which they 
hoped their commerce could move without 


| 


interference. The substance of the note 
is that Nazi submarines will sink ships in 
these areas as freely as they would any- 
where else, as opportunity offers. 

The Allies long ago replied that they 
would respect the safety zones if Germany 
would. Berlin's refusal absolves them 
from any obligation and will compel them 
to police these areas as they would any 
others. Where Nazi raiders prey on Al- 
lied and neutral shipping, Allied warships 
must go and try to destroy or capture 
them. 

To make the Nazi view of the matter 
clear, a spokesman at Berlin explained 
that its submarines have a “theoretical 
right” to torpedo United States ships if 
these are en route to an Allied port—say 
in Canada—or to a contraband control 
station. Clause 22 of the German regu- 
lations is cited, under which any neutral 
ship—in any sea—en route to an enemy 
port or examination point is declared to 
be “hostile,” and therefore liable to de- 
struction. Whether the ship is proceeding 
voluntarily or under compulsion makes no 
difference. 

That clarifies the situation. Berlin pro- 
claims that it is a law unto itself in. the 
conduct of sea warfare. Conventions 
adopted by usage, or even by international 
agreement, are meaningless if they run 
counter to Nazi interests. The request of 
the 21 republics that war be kept out of 
their coastal waters is rejected. They are 
told, with direct reference to the United 
States, that if one of their ships heads for 
a Canadian or other Allied port or con- 
traband control harbor, whether volun- 
tarily or otherwise, it will be a proper tar- 
get for a Nazi torpedo if a U-boat can get 
within range. 

Frightfulness is to rule the seas—all 
the seas—if Berlin’s plans can be carried 
through. That is what the note of rejec- 
tion and the explanatory statement on 
Nazi policy amount to. 

Comrade Stalin may have fallen down 
on his contract to ship oil and other ma- 
terial needs to the Reich, but he is evi- 
dently making up the deficiency with 
generous supplies of propaganda. The Ber- 
lin broadcasts are taking on a distinctly 
Red tone. Pretty soon the German farm- 
or or business man won't know whether he 
is listening to the pure doctrine of the 
Nazi creed or being saturated with the 
theories of the hated Bolsheviks. 


The new trade agreement between 
Great Britain and Turkey comes into effect 
on Monday. Turkey has been a heavy ex- 
porter to Germany, and an important 
buyer of German manufactured goods, 
war equipment included. The new agree- 
ment is designed to open a new market for 
Turkish products in place of the one lost 
by the breaking of relations with Ger- 
many, and a new source for industrial re- 
quirements, including arms and munitions. 
Its inception marks another achievement 
of Herr Hitler in the destruction of Ger- 
many’s external trade.

No use to search the animal world for apt 
similes for the Nazi sea murderers who make 
war On fishermen, lighthouse keepers and weak 
neutrals, putting men adrift in zero weather in 
open boats and on rafts hundreds of miles from 
land. Cattle are kindly creatures by comparison. 
It was Walt Whitman who 
said he could live with the 
animals because they were so 
placid and kind. Dogs are 
faithful, kindly creatures. Many of us indeed 
would be more secure leading a dog's life, with 
little to do but eat, sleep and be petted. Even 
the liking to a louse—the most insulting simile 
of all—loses its sting after reading Dr. Hans 
Zinsser's work on typhus, in which he pictures 
the louse as living in lush tropical growth main- 
tained at an even temperature, with no more to 
do to secure the warm prepared food it most 
loves than to drill a tiny hole in the forest floor 
with the tool provided by nature, and imbibe to 
its fill. 

Best way is to avoid similes. Nazis are Nazis; 
no more need be said. 


WHAT'S WORSE 
THAN A NAZI? 


Some wars in history started over trifles, like 
the war with Spain over Captain Jenkins’ ear. 
The poet tells of Helen's face “that launched a 
thousand ships,” and the great Pascal, philo- 
sopher, mathematician, scientist and theologian 
speculated on the thought that had Cleopatra's 
nose been one-tenth of an 
inch different in size and 
shape the course of the world 
would have been different to- 
day. Never before—not even in 1914—has there 
been a great war more clearly forced upon a 
combatant than this now waging in Europe, or 
one more sought to be avoided. If Allied diplo- 
macy is to be criticized, it is for having too long 
prolonged the period of attempted appeasement. 
Had the challenge to democracy been accepted 
when Spain was led to the slaughter-block, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Poland had still been bar- 
riers tO aggression in Europe. 

A kinsman, placed in a position of knowledge, 
writes me confidentially that when the history 
of today’s war is written it will not be Chamber- 
lain but Baldwin who will be saddled with 
responsibility for British unpreparedness in face 
of warnings that Germany was preparing for 
war.

Best aid America can give is as a supplier of 
munitions. A new army pursuit plane was tested 
out last week at Bolling Field. The “Airacobra” 
topped a speed of 400 miles an hour, with a 
cruising range of “over 1,000 miles.” It can 
operate at an altitude of over 36,000 feet and has 
a stalling speed of under 70 
miles an hour. It carries a 
one-pound cannon and four 
machine guns, all fired auto- 
matically from the pilot's cockpit. 

Some war inventions will aid civil aviation, 
notably improved propellers and a new device 
to eliminate involuntary dives and spins. It has 
been invented by Dr. Stakker, head of the aero- 
nautical engineering department of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. It’s simple. The “dead air” on 
top of the wing which causes loss of lift, is 
sucked into the wing through a slot along the 
wing top, and blown out through a group of 
short slots near the wing:tip. Planes which had 
to be landed at the dangerous speed of 80 miles 
an hour can now be landed at 40 by the aid of 
this automatic device. It will end half the acci- 
dents that happen over flying fields. That's 
progress, 


TO AID CIVIL 
AVIATION 


Though England is at war, a man at Chapel- 
en-le-Frith, in Derbyshire, has just been fined 
five shillings for “cruelty to a goldfish.” An in- 
spector of the R.S.P.C.A. saw in the window of 
a dwelling a goldfish lying on the bottom of a 
bow! of dirty yellow water. Obtaining no answer 
to his knocks, he forced an 
entrance to give the poor 
fish fresh water and food. 
The owner had gone away 
for a week leaving his goldfish and two canaries 
unprovided for. 

Despite his plea that the goldfish had’ made a 
“remarkable recovery,” he was fined five shill- 
ings and adjudged an improper person to be en- 
trusted with the nurture and education of a 
goldfish. The inspector was instructed to find it 
a better home 

There may be ruthless war raging, but no one 
in England is to be allowed to neglect his gold- 
fish, That's English, you know!

Death Was the Penalty 


A Toronto constable was exonerated by a 
coroner's jury in the matter of a youth of 19 shot 
and killed by him in a chase following a $25 
hold-up in a florist’s shop. The jury held’ the 
killing was accidental “inasmuch as the de- 
ceased stumbled as the shot was fired,” held also 
the detective was justified in shocting “in view 
of the desperate character of the fugitive robber 
and his companions jn crime.” 

Three men were engaged in the robbery, and 
they were armed. It was the last in a series, 
although the police hardly could have been 
aware at the time of the shooting that the fugi- 
tives were guilty of more than the one offence. 
Two of the trio were taken alive, sent to the 
penitentiary for eight years. The third, as we 
have seen, received even more drastic treatment

A School for Jurors 


“Twelve good men and true” has been 
handed down as an accurate description of the 
select group charged with meting out justice. 
Frequentiy such a body, which sometimes in- 
cludes women, proved to be true enough but 
not. invariably good in the sense of capacity or 
capability for jury service. 

Now comes the League of Women Voters 
in Philadelphia with a concrete plan for better- 
ment. This organization has established a 
school for would-be jurors so that they may 
acquire a broader understanding of their duties 
and responsibilities, 

The Philadelphia judge who supervises the 
classes believes in fostering a better attitude 
toward jury service. The course is also designed 
to acquaint the students with conditions that 
may confront them as jurors, to reveal 
salient points in returning just verdicts, and to 
instruct them generally with approved pro- 
cedure so there will be no grounds for declar- 
ing a mistrial. 

More highly developed efficiency and greater 
justness of verdicts, along with inculcating a 
sense of obligation to serve as jurors when 
called, are the primary objectives of the school. 
—The Christian Science Monitor. 


Can Be Made Better 


Is democracy to be condemned because it is 
imperfect? Not for a moment, one would say. 
There is relatively little in life that is perfect. 

The New York Times comments in_ this 
regard: “The Nazi and Communist propagan- 
dists.can find plenty of flaws in the public life 
of France or Great Britain. They can find 
defects in our own public life. A congressional 
investigating committee can always fish up 
something. The reason is that countries in 
which democracy rules are not able to hide, 
shoot or bury their blunders. All phases of 
human nature reveal themselves. There are 
periods of progress and periods of reaction. . 
Nowhere is democracy perfect. It is, rather, a 
system under which inevitable imperfections 
are openly faced and dealt with.” 

Democracy would be making a mistake if it 
considered itself perfect, just as any man in 
any line of work—in any profession, for instance 
—would be making a mistake if he were to feel 
that he had reached the zenith of perfection. 

Democracy is imperfect in practice but one 
would suggest that it is perfect, or close to it, 
in theory and conception. Is there anything 
finer than the principle of rule of the people 
by themselves? And it is for the people to im- 
prove upon the democratic system, to get rid 
of its imperfections. This should be possible. 
One of the best ways of eliminating democracy’s 
imperfections is for the people to bring to bear 
upon democracy al] the interest and all the 
intelligence of which they are capable. Democ- 
racy should be capable of thriving where the 
people, under the democratic system, give to 
the system that unflagging attention that they 
should as citizens of a free state——Regina 
Leader-Post. 


International Fog 


There is evidently a need for more discussion 
of the possible means for establishing the new 
and better order in the world after this war. 
Some of the discussion now heard seems to be 
rather in a fog. It is said, for instance, that the 
League of Nations failed because it was an at- 
tempt to secure co-operation from fully sover- 
eign nations. They objected to the necessary 
abridgment of their sovereign powers. But the 
solution offered is to form a federation of the 
nations for broader purposes and requiring the 
surrender of still more of their sovereign powers. 
Does that sound very easy? 

When the nations signed the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles which included the Covenant of the 
League, they were no longer fully sovereign na- 
tions because they had accepted a limitation 
upon their previous right to do as they saw fit 
in certain circumstances, and they also accepted 
the serious obligation to take drastic action in 
the future under certain conditions. 

Through failure to recognize the vital neces- 
sity for the League and the Covenant, and 
because of lack of faith in the League, the lead- 
ing nations all refused to honor the Covenant. 
Collective security could no longer be depended 
upon, and the world was back to power politics, 
to an unprecedented competition in armaments 
and, finally, the present war. 

What is the lesson? Is it not to establish 
collective security with the least possible delay? 
The surrender of sovereign powers to the neces- 
sary degree must be accepted as part of the 
plan, which is the only sure hope of safety. 

What would the prospect be for a federal 
system, requiring a greater surrender of sov- 
ereign powers? Would there not be greater 
opposition and would it not take much longer, 
if it were ever brought about? And if it took 
too long, would there be anything left to fed- 
erate? Without some definite form of security 
for the nations, we should be back at once to 
power politics and soon into the vortex of 
another war.—Winnipeg Free Press.

EGYPT BUILDS 
NETWORK OF NEW 
MILITARY ROADS 


British United Press 

CAIRO, Egypt. Feb. 16—A_net- 
work of new military roads is being : 
built throughout the North African 
desert, and Egypt today is a poten- 
tial spring board for allied action if 
Europe's wars spread to the Bal- 
kans or the near east. 

British United Press correspond- 
ent Reynolds Packard said today 
that the strategic importance and 
the thoroughness of Egyptian mili- 
tary preparedness was revealed to 
him on a tour through one of the 
great centers of activity in the 
Eastern Mediterranean area. 
Throughout the Egyptian desert 
British and Egyptian forces are 
building a network of roads to 
speed military transports. 

Everywhere from Suez to the 
| desert oases, the British and Egyp- 
tian forces are concentrated—and 
in some places entrenched—and are 
being trained for transfer to distant 
battlefields. The arrival this week 
of Australian and New: Zealand 
troops served to strengthen the 
allied military establishments in 
this area which lies adjacent to 
vital communications and supply 
lines, including those leading to the 
near east oil fields.

In his letter further on, Mayor 
Davison wrote, “The 1939 tax sale 
was held under the same regula- 
tions and conditions as of former 
years. It is true that seven pieces 
of improved property were sold to! 
a French financial institution at) 
the upset price of 100 per cent of) 
their assessed value. This institu- 
tion held mortgages on these prop- 
erties, Those mortgages, plus the 
tax arrears, represented consider- 
ably rnore than the value of the 
properties.” 


FIRST SALES 

“This is the first time that sales of 
this kind have taken place in Cal- 
gary. In my opinion, had you at- 
tended to your own business and 
allowed the city of Calgary to run} 
its affairs in a manner that has | 
proven fair and just in the past, | 
this situation would not have de- 
veloped.” 

In replying to this letter, Mr 
Maynard, in the communication he | 
tabled, declared he had not stated 
in the house that an undertaking | 
had been given by Calgary not to| 
hold tax sales in 1939, but that un- 
dertaking was that none would be 
dispossessed of his home by a tax 
Sale. 

In his letter, Mr. Maynard re- 
called that when he proposed 
amendments to the Tax Recovery | 
Act in 1939, he advised th- legisla- 
ture that it aimed to prevent Ed- 
monton, Calgary and Medicine Hat 
from evicting persons from their 
homes on account of tax arrears. 

He ssid he had advised the 
house that Calgary and Edmon- 
ton were selling properties to 
mortgage companies to evade the 
debt Adjustment Act and fore- 
close on property on which they 
held a mortgage without obtain- 
ing a permit from the Debt Ad- 

justment Board. 


Writing of the meeting here, the 
minister said: “You pointed out 
that you personally were most anx- 
ious and most desirous of protect- 
ing the homes of the people of Cal- 
gary and that you had absolutely 
no intention of dispossessing any- 
body through tax sales and that the 
proposed amendment was super- 
fluous.” 

Later he wrote: “In addition to 
these repeated assurances given by 
yourself and the officials of the city 
of Edmonton, it was pointed out to} 
me that it was difficult to foresee 
all the ramifications involved in| 
bringing the cities of Edmonton, 
Calgary, Medicine Hat under the} 
Tax Recovery Act and the delega- 
tion recommended that I adjourn 
the matter until the next session of 
the legislature in order to give the} 
officials of these three cities a full 
opportunity of considering the 
whole question. This I agreed to! 
do on the definite understanding 
that in the meantime these three 
cities should not sell any homes for | 
arrears of taxes without first ob- | 
taining the approval of the depart- 
ment.” 

Conceding that it was a “gentle- 
men’s agreement,” Mr. Maynard 
stressed: “Had I not received this 
undertaking I certainly would have 
proceeded with the amendment o! 
1939.” 


EDMONTON GETS 0O.K. 
Continuing, he wrote “That such 
an undertaking had definitely been 
given was confirmed by the fact 
that the city of Edmonton has faith- 
fully carried out that undertaking. 
On two occasions the city of Ed- 
monton submitted cases for the ap- 


proval of the department before 
any sale was made. This was never 
done before and the only reason 


were submitted for my | 
approval was because of the under- | 


taking that had been given in my| 
office by yourself and the o‘ficials 
of Edmonton.” 


On the seven properties concern- 
ed, it was stated taxes due totalled 
Sale price was $20.900 and 
the amount refunded to the mort- 
gage company by the judge's order 
was $18,528. 

Continuing, the minister writes: | 
“The amount of $18,528 refunied to 
the mortgage company represents 
difference between th 
amount of the taxes owing 
and the total amount of the sale 
price.

INSURES VOTE | 
FOR SOLDIERS 


Sessional Indemnity For 
M.L.A.’s In Army Is 
Approved 


Provision for takmg votes of 
soldiers of the Canadian Active 
Service Force still stationed in 
this province, is included in the 
Soldiers’ Relief Bill, which was 
passed through the legislature 
Thursday night. The bill does not 
include provision for taking votes 


of soldiers who have gone over- 
seas. 


The house approved of a last- 
minute amendment, prior to re- 
porting the bill for third reading, 
which enables payment of full sess- 
ional idemnity of $2,000 for the cur- 
Tent session to members who have 
enlisted in the forces. 


APPLIES TO THREE 

This provision will apply to three 
members, Lieut. J. H. Tremblay, 
Liberal, Grouard, of the Edmonten 
Regiment, now in England; Capt. 
Dr. H. K. Brown, S.C., Pembina. at 
present stationed here with the Can- 
adian Denta! Corps, R.C.A.M.C., and 
Lieut. Glen L. MacLachlan, S.C, 
Coronation, and chairman of the| 
Social Credit Board, who has been 
commissioned in the Calgary Regi- 
ment (Tank). 

This act, the Soldiers Relief Act, 
validates regulations brought into 
effect by Order-in-Council soon 
after the outbreak of the present 
war. Included in its provisions is 
a moratorium on soldiers’ debts and 
cancellation of taxation. 


Provisions for soldiers voting 
stipulates that any soldier en- 


titled to vote for members of the 
legislative assembly, but who, on 
nomination day is quartered in an | 
electoral division where he is not 
entitled to vate, may vote in the 
division in which he is quartered, 
for a candidate or candidates in 
the division where he is entitled 
to vote. 

An Order-in-Council is being 
drafted to enable appointment of a 
returning officer to take charge of | 
the soldiers vote. 

Protest against omission of pro- 
vision for taking votes of soldiers | 
overseas or who have left the 
province, was voiced by Gerald | 
O'Connor, Liberal, Edmonton. He | 
urged that protection should be| 
given and declared all that was re- 
quired was to send a returning of- 


soldiers, Alternately, some officer in 
whom the government has con- 
fidence and who is serving overseas, 
should be appointed as «eturning | 
officer. | 


NOTHING COMPLICATED 

He submitted that there was 
nothing complicated about it. He
